1, Source remarlced to me tbtt he found it somewhat strange that Subject 
was now the chief voice of RFB exhorting tiie people to overtnrow the 
Communist regime when during lRliU-U5 he had worked for BBC first 
the Bulmrlans to welcome and help the ShcnjcoEUV Ru8sians» and then in 
19U5 told the Bulgarians to wcfck with the Communists to build a better 
Bulgaria. 

2. I did not query Source further on .this allegation ad time was 
running diort and I had a number of other things to uover with him.

1* Source, In the course of commenting of personnel of RBF-NCFE, made 
certain reraarlces about Subject* He stated that S^Ject had been a 
low-ranldng clerk in the Bulgarian Foreign Office until the Fatherland 
Front came to power, at which time he was zp promoted and sent to 
Vienna, becoming charge during i^is tour there. It was 

Source's belief that if the Bulgarian govt 
had not recalled Subject, he would have been willing to stay on In his 
Job with the Communist government. He alsor>''called that PSKALE7 had 
been instrumental in having several anti-Communlst students recalled to 
Sofia because of their anti-regime activities or talk.

IxkmngvjitiKtxS^^ EtxiiAgx, I have heard from C ^ that Subject 

had been a protege of ('on. KINKOV, a relative of CT J1 by marriage, and 
Foreign Klnister prbor to 9 Sept 19Ui, but that KINKOV was killed by 
the Co muniets early in 19li5« Expecting that he would be killed, he 
asked a frie nd to help PASKALEV get a Job outsied the country, which he 
did. It seems somehwat doubtful to me that he cculd ha\e been in the 
favor of the Bug govt if he was recalled in 19U8. The only other conclusion 
one can reach, it seeas to me, is that he is a very clever Bulgarian or 
RIS agent who "defected” unH«r orders. This would mean that not only he, 
but presumably IX' J, must be agents of DS. This is, of course, 

a possibility, but I am inclined to doubt it. I think FASKAIEV at lea^t, 
is a rather weak character who would play along with anytiihigg a s long 
as he was sage and living well. 
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
